ORDER 

New Delhi, the 3rd June, 1999 

S.0.414 (E).—Whereas the New Telecom Policy 1999 of the Government of India provides that Telecom Regulatory 
Authority of India shall be assigned the arbitration fiinction for resolution of disputes between Central Government (in its 
capacity as licensor) and any licensee; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (r) of sub-section (1) of section II of the Telccome 
Regulatory Authority of India Art 1997 (24 of 1997), the Central Government hereby entrusts the function of conducting 
arbitration proceedings in respect of any question, dispute or difference arising between the Central Government and the 
licensee under the licence agreement or in connection therewith except in respect of the matters for decision of which any 
provision specifically provided under the licence relating to the telecommunication services. 

Reference of any matter in a dispute to Telecom Regulatory Authority of India for arbitration to determine such 
matter, shall be made by the Central Government. 

The arbitration proceedings shall be conducted in accordance with the provisions of the Arbitration and Conciliation 
Act, 1996 (26 of 1996) and the rules made thereunder. The venue of the arbitration shaft be at New Delhi.
